The sole head ot a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Sask- 
atchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at the Dom- 
inion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion Lands 
Ageney (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
house is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homosteader 
in good standing may pre-empt a 
quarter-section .along-side’ his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years’ after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres extra 
cultivatign. Pre-emption patent may 
be obtained as soon as homestead 
patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a _ pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. Duties—Must 
reside six months in each of three 
years, cultivate 50 acres and erect a 
house worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, serub- 
by or stony land. Live stock may 
be substituted. for cultivation under 
certain conditions.

austrs-German Losses Now 
Nearly Million And Half 


London, Friday, Oct. 16.The 
Chronicle has received from a_ cor- 
respondent in Holland, who has 
lately been in Berlin, the following 
despatch : 

“The authorities in Berlin estimate 
their total losses in France and 
Belgium up to date as ‘more than 
700,000 men, This does not include 
their losses on their eastern  fron- 
tier, which they estimate at more 
than 150,000, 

“They also acknowledge that Aus- 
trian losses exceeded 500,000. Official 
reports which have been published 
only concern a portion of Prussian 
losses in France. No official lists 
have been published regarding ' the 
losses of troops from Bavaria, Wur- 
temiburg, Saxony or Hanover. 

‘From this evidence the Austro- 
German ,losses approximate 1,350,- 
000. This figure covers killed,, 
wounded and missing, and, of course, 
includes all prisoners.’ 


Mysterious Ship Captured 


London, Eng., October 16.—The 
nuystery ship, which was reported to 
have been a German craft trying to 
plant mines at-the mouth of the 
Thames, was captured by British 
gunboats off the Goodwin Sands.

GERMANS OCCUPY OSTEND; 
DUNKIRK NEXT DRJECTWE 


Britain Doubts Importance of <Ad- 
vance—Dreadnaughts May Play 
Part in Operaticns on Sea Coast— 
Allies’ Left Makes Gains. 


London, October 14.—German fore- 
es, as. predicted, have occupied 
Ostend, on the North Sea, near 
where the German right wing and 
the allies’ left are ‘struggling in the 
latest phase of what was once the 
battle of the Aisne. Teports reach- 
ing London say that German imagin- 
atron has been fired by the taking 
of Ostend, and the cry now is not 
only “On to Calais,’’ but ‘On to 
Boulogne.” 


TO MOVE NEXT TO DUNKIRK. 


What progress, if any, the Ger- 
mans have made since they entered 
Ostend, Thursday morning, is not 
known here, hut the next objective 
apparently is Dunkirk. Opinion in 
Englartid seems to differ as to what 
part the British floct would play 
should the battle continue to skirt 
the coast line, and the reports that 
British dradnaughts would back up 
the French. British and London pap- 
ers generally depreciate the impor- 
tance of the German occupation of 
the Belgian coast, pointing out that 
the British mine field prevents the 
enemy's bringing ships to _ operate 
from) the none too spacious harbor of 
Ostend. ,The fact remains, however, 
that as the fighting. gets nearer to 
England, the public, heretofore dis- 
cussing and speculating on a Zeppel- 
in raid, is bound to ask‘itself what 
will come next. 

ALLIES’ LEFT MOVES FORWARD 

It is uncuestionably true that if 
Germany is akle to engineer submar- 
ine attacks from a base further 
away, Ostend, if held by the invad- 
ers, would be of some strategic 
value. 

The allies’ left is holding its 
ground. At some points it is even 
moving fcrward, having occupied 
Laventie, driving the Germans back 
in the direction of Lille. 


POSITION OF GERMANS [i 
DIFFICULT 


Thrown Back 27 Miles—Russ ans 
Equipped for Cold, Enemy Suffers. 


London, October 17.—According to 
a dispatch from Petrograd, dated 
Friday, but receivea here today, the 
Russians now have opened their 
‘attack along the entire lime, with 
special energy in the south, where 
Gen. Brussiloff’s cavalry is said to 
have captured several Austrian de- 
tachments, together with trains car- 
rying reinforcements and _ supplies. 
In mtreating from Warsaw, it is 
said, the Germans lost 42 guns, in- 
tended for the siege of that city. 


Petrograd, October 17.—The fail- 
ure of German tactics of a_ rapid 
offensive against the Vistula has left 
them in a difficult position. They 
are now 27 miles farther back than 
on Tuesday, and the position to 
which they have been thrown back 
is hopeless as a base for an army 
whrrein cavalry is a great element, 
because of the insufficiency of water. 

Iverything points to the fact that 
the repulse of their vanguard on 
Tuesday amounts to a disaster from 
a strategical point of view. To 
complete their discomfiture the Rus- 
sians defeated an Austrian army be- 
low Przemsy]l. 

Warsaw is placarded with govern- 
ment proclamations urging the in- 
habitants to pursue their ordinary 
occupations, and the principal 
functionaries have Ween sent to ne- 
sume their duties up to the line 
where the field force is engaged. 
Inthe zone held by the Germans 
the inhabitants are mostly Jews, 
and they had all their belongings 
taken, the enemy’s patrols saying : 
“The Cossacks will pay for them.’ 

PLAYING WAITING GAME. 

London, October 17.—Telegraphing 
from Petrograd regarding the situ- 
ation in the Russian field of oper- 
ations, the correspondent of The 
Times says: “It looks as if those 
high in Russian command had decid- 
ed to play a waiting game. Other- 
wise they would not give the (Ger 
mans time to entrench and_ thereby 
prolong the whole course of  oper- 
ations. 

“Reliable information shows that 
the (Germans seriously contemplate 
wintering in Poland, Peasants have 
risen at many places, notably Kielce 
and Mischow. Regardless of the 
most territle reprisals, they are 
forming guerilla bands and attack- 
ing the invaders. The railroad noar 
Nowo Radomsk has bern wrecked 
and trainloads of (serman_ soldiers 
killed. 

“All roads from the Vistula to 
the frontier are encumbered with the 
Clerman transport wagons and dead 
horses. The roads are impassable 
owing to rains.’’
